The Platform. 


The platform adopted was an ex-

Though wine 
and rum are Porto Ricun beverages, 
drunkenness is almost unknown. The 
business of tho police oonrts is conse- 
quently light and a temperance society 
here would b« a body without a func- 
tion, nuloss the natives acquire some of 
tho habits of our progressive civiliza- 
tion. 


Taking them all In all, tho Porto 


Ricans are more desirable as subjects of 
social and psychological study than as 
intimate acquaintances. Thoy are es- 
sentially foreign to us In their nodes 
of thought and customs and have no 
conception of freedom, loudly as they 
clamor about it, as we understand it. 
Self government lu tho American sense 
I do not think tboy are fitted for, and to 
prevent misrule and revolution the 
weight of tbe restraining arm of tbe 
United States government will be neces- 
sary for some time. 


At present affairs are in a transition 


state. Tho now order of things has not 
yet been established, and while tho flag 
of tho United Status wnvns over parta 
of the Islnnd there are other, parts where 
tbnt of Hpnin hns not been huulod down. 
Theoretically and nominally we possess 
tin, wlmlu i^liuid', prticlically and really 
Wfc aro ouly in partial possession. This 
lends, as doos tho continuance of the 
old tHrilT, to a conflict of Jurisdiction. 
But alt therediflicuJtiuswili be removed 
in due course of time. A foreign land 
cannot be conquered, annexed and Its 
government determined in a day.

his life—I can do no more for the prin- 
ciples of freedom than I could by en- 
gaging actively in politics. 


For at a time when the two great po- 


litical machines must excite public at 
tentlon over the questions of the war 
and the criminal scandals growing out 
of it, and over the questions of official 
corruption and mismanagement In the 
state, the more remote, though far 
greater, economic questions would be 
lost sight of, and thus an independent 
fight would not stand on the merit of its 
principles, but get only such scant atten - 


verted from the fight over political de- 
bauchery. 


I should say, moreover, in Justice if 


myself and to those who honestly ad- 
vance the silver question to the rank of 
first Importance, thatlam, no more tban 
my father was, an advocate of free 
coinage. He condemned its economic 
^soundness, being in fact a believer 
neither in gold nor silver, but In credit 
or paper money. He supported the Ch^- 
cago platform, not on account of, but In 
spite of, its advocacy of free silver be- 
cause he believed that in other respects 
It stood for the principles of freedom; 
because It took the side of the weak as 
against that of the monopolists; because 
It sided with the house of want against 
the house of have. I am in entire accord 
with those views, and I think it proper 
to state them freely, that there may be 
no room for misunderstanding on the 
part of any. 


Henry M McDonald was the chairman 


of the convention which placed Mr. 
George in nomination. He was born in 
Caledonia, Livingston* county, N. Y., In 
1851. Left an orphan at an early age, Mr. 
McDonald earned his living as a farm- 
hand until 37 years of age. He attended 
night schools, and at the ogre of IS bega n 
to teach school. He made money enough 
to take him through Princeton college 
and was graduated from that Institu- 
tion In 1878. He studied law In Roches- 
ter and was admitted to the bar in 1879 
He practised law for four years, and 
then went to Pierre, S. D., where h« en- 
gaged in banking. He returned to New 
York in 1891, and has since been in vai !- 
cue financial businesses here. Mr. Mc- 
Donald is president of the Newt York 
Bimetallic association.

SICKNESS INCREASES, 


Foiirth of the Porto Ricau Aritfv In- 


capable of Duty* 


Mdit Numerous Cases Among 


3te Volunteers, 


Vonglng F«r Horn* Miktt Th«m u Easy Prey 


to Maliri* 


Ponee, Oct. 4.—It Is th'« urtanlmous 


Opinion of the medical staff of the army 
In Porto Rico that the condition of the 
volunteer forces necessitates their re- 
moval north. Slckneaa la inci casing at 
an alarming rate. The sick report 
shows over 2700 in hospitals or in quar- 
ters out of a. total command of 10,000 
men; 
that is, over 25 percent of the 


troops are on the sick list. This, how- 
ever, does not mean that there Is an 
effective strength of 7500 men. The sol- 
diers discharged from the hospitals as 
fit for duty In nine coses out of 10 are 
incapable of service, and if ordered on 
duty are almost invariably back in the 
hospitals within a few days. The medi- 
cal officers have found that the con- 
valescents seemingly cannpt recover 
their strength In this climate, and they 
are being sent north as rapidly as pos- 
sible, several hundred leaving every 
week. 


There is a wide disparity between the 


Blckness in the volunteer and regular 
commands, in the two regular infantry 
regiments, the Nineteenth and Eleventh, 
the sickness averaged only about 10 pen-- 
cent, while in the volunteer regiments it 
averagen 84 percent. Undoubtedly the 
wide disparity between the peicentages 
Is largely due to the fact that the regu- 
lars are better able to care for them- 
selves. Most of ..hem are veterans who 
understand the rules of health in camp, 
and their officers from the very outset 
have enforced with untiring energy the 
sanitary regulations necessary for the 
preservation of health. More than that, 
the regulars' are making soldiering a 
•business, and they look upon their as- 
signment for service in Porto Rico 
phlloaophocally and make the be»t of the 
situation. The volunteers enlisted for 
two years, but with the almost univenial 
expectation that they would be mus- 
tered out when the war closed. Almost 
to a man they desire to go home, and 
ever since the protocol was signed they 
have lived in the dally hope of being re- 
called. Home ^Ickress depressed their 
spirits and made them easy victims to 
the malarial conditions. It is said that 
some of them who did not fall sick na- 
turally actually exposed themselves to 
the wet, or ate freely of tropical fruits 
that they might become ill and be sent 
home. Some, It Is alleged, even feigned 
sickness, and quite a number, of these 
succeeded in their designs. The other 
day a number of men from one of tha 
regiments n ho had been ordered home as 
convalescents came into Ponce miles 
ahead of their wagon train, singing and 
making merry at the prospect of their 
release. Borne Were college athletes. 
They appeared to be morej capable of 
service than hundreds of the soldiers 
Svho remained. 


The medical staff of the army has 


labored unceasingly to stay the progress 
of disease and sickness, but the sick re- 
port grows longer at the rate of 50 or 60 
a day. Every tent on the island was 
provided with a board flooring by the 
order of Genera) Brooke; and camps, 
cooking places and sinks were carefully 


_anitary condition today seems perfect, 
yet the number of sick swells daily. The 
•Worst feature of the'situation Is the 
steady increase in the number of typhoid 
cases, which today reaches over 400. 


It is pos»i'bl9 that when the troops 


cross the mountains after the evacuation 
of the island is completed by the Span- 
lards, and get into barracks out of the 
rain, which falls almost daily, their con- 
ditions will improve; but as to this the 
physicians are very skeptical.

The Eleventh and 
Nineteenth have already been informed 
that they will remain hare, and prepara- 
tions are being made by the officers to 
bring their families and regimental 
property. It is not improbable that one 
or, perhaps, both of the Infantry regi- 
ments, if they are to remain, will have 
to be mounted, as thfe real service of our 
troops during the period of reconstruc- 
tion and perhaps for many years mufft 
be to preserve order In the interior.

Protection and Caltcoea. 


In 1700, by 11 & 13 Will. HI. o. 10, 


it wae enacted that from and after 
Sept. 29, 1701, not only "all wrought 
silks * * * of tho manufacture of Per- 
sia, China or East India," bnt "all 
oalimes, painted, dyed, printed or stain- 
ed there, wbioli are or shall be imported 
into this kingdom, shall not be worn or 
otherwise used within this kingdom," 
etc. This was the first blow against the 
wearing of chintzes or printed oalicoes, 
bnt It was not absolutely prohibitive, 
tbe avowed object of the statute being 
"tbe more effectual employing tbe poor, 
by encouraging tbe manufactures of 
this kingdom.'' It meant that the ladies, 
having worn out the Indian chintz ap- 
parel in their possession and use prior 
to Sept. 28, 170], would have to be con- 
tent with homemade staffs for tbe next 
31 years, m it befell in the soqnel. 


The silk and woolen weavers had 


boon hostile from tbe outset to tho use 
of printed oalicoes, whether of oriental 
or domestic manufacture. During De- 
cember, 1719, tbe houses of parliament 
wore inundated with petitions against 
tbese staffs, and on March 33, 1731, 
the royal assent was given to an aot (T 
Gtorgo I, statute 1, chapter 7), "to 
preserve and encourage the woolen and 
silk manufactures of this kingdom and 
for more effectual employing tbe poor, 
by prohibiting the nse and wear of all 
printed, painted, stained or dyed oali- 
coes in apparel, household stuff, furni- 
ture and otherwise. "—Notes and Que- 
ries.

money were by that time dead, and 
mnoh of ife wan never claimed at all. 
There was at one time over $300,000 
unclaimed prize money in the treasury 
at Washington, and possibly there is 
still, unless it bos been confiscated by 
the government owing to the passing of 
the time limit. 


Rear Admiral Sampson, commanding 


tbe fleet In Cuban waters, will of course 
receive the Hon's share of tbe prize 
money and bounty. Be will get about 
$100,000, Bear Admiral Dewey $6,000 
and Rear Admiral Scliley about $5,000. 
Notwithstanding the letter's important 
service in destroying Cervera's fleet his 
sharp will be less than that of some of 
tbe captains in the navy who were cap- 
turing prizes while Schloy was confined 
to Hampton R«ods at tho beginning of 
tbe war. 


While the law remains as it is, It is 


idle to argqe about tbe justice or injus- 
tice of the distribution of prize money 
and bounty to tbe nav^ Tbongh tbat, 
and even the principle of the thing, could 
be criticised, a more obvious objection 
to the whole system is tbat it discrimi- 
nates against the army in favor of the 
navy. There ia no good reason why tbe 
officers and men of tbe United States 
navy, who have teen under pay for 
yean in time of peace, should receive 
prize money in time of war for captur- 
ing or sinking tbe warships of other 
countries. It was obviously thoir duty 
to do so just as ranch as it was tbe duty 
of the army to face the dangers of the 
Cuban climate and Manser bullets at 
Bantiago. No one supposes for a mo- 
ment tfaat the navy wonld have been a 
defaulter to doty, even without the ad- 
ditional spar to action of anticipated 
piize money. It seems too much like 
placing a premium upon loyalty and 
introducing mercenary motives where 
nobler and disinterested onea should 
prevail. 


But, leaving this and other ethical as- 


pects of tho subject out of the question. 
it Is manifestly unjust to tbe army, 
wbicb, whether it rendered equally 
great or less valuable service in tbo 
war, ran equal risks and suffered im- 
measurably more. The loss of life in 
tbe navy, either from tho casualties of 
war or from diftease, was comparatively 
slight, while that of the army from 
those causes was very largo fbr the 
number of men engaged. Tbo value of 
tbe property taken possession of l-y tke 
army was enormously greater than ili.it 
captured or destroyer! by tne navy, bat 
the Boldien and officers get nothing but 
honor and their pay, '.'. herfn.s the naval 
officers and men get all this and large 
suriMi of prize and boniuy money as 
well. 


Numbers of men prominent in official 


life here are opposed to tbe prize money 
system, and even some naval officers of 
high rank, among whom may be includ- 
ed Admiral Erben, would favor its be- 
ing abolished. Among army officers It 
nay be taken for granted that bnt few 
would favor anything which so unfairly 
places their branch of the service at a 
disadvantage. Already the handwriting 
may be men opon the wall presaging 
tbe end of this discriminating favoritism 
in behalf of tbe navy. It is not unlikely 
that oongrew may shortly legislate tbe 
prim money and bounty seotion ont of 
the revised statutes, and that long be- 
fore our country engages in another war 
both army and navy will be placed upon 
•n equality, so far as this i» concerned. 


In other yean matters were more 


equalized, and officers and men of tho 
army were permitted to divide what 
they captured on land from tho enemy. 
When nearly all of the civilized nations 
concluded to do away with tho custom 
of confiscating tho property of noncom- 
batanta fonnd on land, there was notht 
ing to be divided among the land forces, 


•nd the booty to soldieri wiui abolished. 
This was undoubtedly a step in tho right 
direction, bnt while tbo privileges of 
the army in this renpect wero rescinded 
those of tho navy wore left intact. So 
far as tbe morality of it is concerned, 
there is no difference between taking 
pomeMlon of tbo property of nononm- 
batnnts on nca or on land. It resolves 
Heolf merely Into a qnostlon of expedi- 
ency rather than one of ethics, liio ex- 
igencies of war are supposed to "till de- 
mand that a state shall capture not only 
•II the wftrsbtm of an nncmv, bat also 


•II the' menibSiit anlp* wbicb ooolor re- 
JUve tbe blockaded port* with mippllui 
they might require. 


Tbli custom of awarding prize money 


In the navy no doubt aroto from the 
practice of privateering. Until the 
treaty of Paria in 1890 nearly all tho 
civilized nations commlMloued privu- 
teen. Bather strangely, neither the 
United States nor Spain agreed to this 
convention, but neither attempted to 
employ noh an nxHiary to Iti navy In 
the war ao recently cloud. 


Oaring the lut century, though tho 


navies ojf that time wen ranch Ices 
effective than our*, prize money was 
plentiful. Number* of the highur ofli 
cere in th« British navy earned fortunes 
by the captures made on a single expe- 
dition. Commodore Anton's Centurion, 
for example, iu June, 174S, took tho 
Bpaniib galleon Nostra Siguoru du 
Oabadango, which had on board a cariro 
•nd bullion valued at $8,000,000. Be- 
fore be returned to England his squad- 
ron had captured other vemels worth 
an aggregate of $8,000,000, and tho 
commodore's own share amounted to 
$350,000 for this one cruise. A few 
years later Captain James Talbotin the 
Prince Frederick captured vessels which 
with their cargoes were worth $5,000,- 
000, and the captain's own chare of tho 
booty was $000,000. Another Britirh 
vessel made a prize of a Spanish (-)iip' 
with $3,000,000 on board. Other cap- 
tnree during the same season wont fonr 
Frenob ships with cash and cargoes 
valued at $5,700.000. In 1703 tho Brit- 
ish ship Favorite, commanded by Cap- 
tain JPownal, captured the Sp'.nish 
treasure ship Hermione, which w*ts so 
enormously rich tbat the cajtnin's 
Ebaro alone amounted to $325.00(1. His 
three lieutenants got $65,000 ap!c-e, 
and a lump sum of $830,000 wont to 
tbe flag officers of the Mcditorraui-un 
station, including tbe admiral, who 
was many miles away from the scene 
of action, bnt was regarded as lining 
constructively in choree of the itflVir. 


This circumstance will bo recognized 


as somewhat analogous to Ronr Aumnal 
Sampson's predicament at the time of 
tho dostrnctfon of Admiral Cervera's 
fleet. Though not present at the fight, 
he was chief in command, conttu.ctivu- 
ly took part in the action and will re- 
ceive enormously more iu the \viiy of 
bounty than Rear Admiral Schley, who 
rcallywommanded at tbe brilli.iut run- 
ning fight off Santiago. 


During the war of the Revolution, and 


to a much greater extent in thutof 1812, 
hundreds of privateers wero fit!"tl out 
In this oountry to prey upon British 
commerce. Enormous enmh of mouey 
were made by tbe men engaged iu this 
legalized system of plundering, ami tbe 
evils of it wen brought l;o.ne to the 
minds of the British public by a xer- 
sonal experience mnob more convincing 
than when the looting wa« done by 
themselves upon the ships of Spain and 
France. 


I fully expect that in tho i:ear future 


not only will our own nalinu set itself 
on record as opposed to r-nvateermg, 
bnt that all civilized nations will re- 
spect the rights of private property 
afloat in time of war. An exception, of 
course, should be made v,'beu tho vch-'o~ls 
carry contraband of war to an c:irmy of 
attempt to run a blockade, «'lioli jjrao- 
tical)y places the owners of Mi' h s hips 
ontside the ranks of noncomb^tnuts and 
makes tfcem participants iu tl.e war.

The most valuable cloak in the world

The feathers, especially the yellow ones, 
are very rare, and it requires from 6C 
to 100 years to collect the materials.

Interest 
in bosket 
ball, 
which 


started out bravely last year in this 
city, has not developed very exten- 
sively as yet, but for an indoor game 
It Is still rather early. 
One or two 


teams are already being organized, 
however, and match games are ex- 
pected. Talk of u league has not been 
heard, but it Is probable that there 
will be a number of games, at least.

One or two changes have been made 


In the rules this year, which will in- 
terest those who have followed the 
game.

This is to prevent running 
with the ball, a practice which is 
dangerous on a hard floor, and which 
gives heavy players a too great ad- 
vantage, thus making the game de- 
generate Into something nice a con- 
test of weights. The old rules forbade 
running with the ball, but some men 
have evaded the provision by running 
along and bounding the ball as they 
went and catching It with both hands, 
which will be prevented, by the new 
rule. 
A leas important rule allows 


boys' game to be played for It-minute 
halves each, instead of 20. 


Dr. Guilck, of Springfield, as chair- 


man of the basket, ball committee, has 
sent out to basket ball tea-ms all over 
the country requests that they name 
men 'from their sections who would 
be competent to serve on a general 
committee to assist,in the regulation 
of the 'game. Theimen most frequent 
ly named In this j«&y will be selected, 
and asked to associate themsplves In 
some way so as to gain the end sought 
for. It is not likely that attempts will 
be made to interfere with the pro- 
fessional sport, and the playing of 
games between registered 
amateur 


teams and professional teams may be 
allowed. The committee are not wed- 
ded to the registration scheme, but it 
Is likely to ba retained as the only 
way of Insisting on clean work by 
amateur players.
